Grand jury doesn’t 
indict; protests stretch to 
Chicago, across country

A Missouri grand jury’s decision not to indict 
police officer Darren Wilson sparked protests 
across the country Monday night, including 
in Chicago, where hundreds of people gath- 
ered at the city’s police headquarters on the 
South Side before shutting down Lake Shore 
Drive with a march into the Loop. 

“We’re at a very critical moment where po- 
hce are kiUing folks who look Hke me,” Mal- 
colm London, 21, told a racially diverse crowd 
with participants ranging from small children 
to senior citizens outside Chicago Police 
Headquarters in Bronzeville. 

London and his fellow organizers stood 
in front of the group near a fake tree, about 
8 feet tall, decorated with miniature coffins 
attached to strings. 

“They represent all those murdered by po- 
hce,” said Brittany Mostiller, 30. The Wood- 
lawn resident brought her three children out 
in the bitter cold to the protest, where they 
held more strings with more coffins. 

“It’s important that they’re out here so they 
can see that murdering people is wrong,” Mos- 
tdler said. “Police need to be held accountable.” 


Protesters gathered by the dozens in the 
Loop— at State and Jackson streets— and by 
the hundreds at 35th Street and Michigan Av- 
enue— Chicago Police headquarters— hours 
before an announcement about the grand 
jury’s decision in Ferguson, Mo. After a se- 
ries of songs, chants and poetry, word spread 
that an official announcement would be made 
around 8 p.m. The protesters at police head- 
quarters fell quiet and crowded around a radio 
to hear St. Louis County Prosecutor Bob Mc- 
Culloch publicize the grand jury decision. 

When McCulloch announced the grand jury 
would not indict, the crowd started murmur- 
ing, then broke into chants— and while many 
protesters were emotional, few were surprised. 

“Just because we expect it doesn’t make it 
any less of a tragedy” Christine Folch said. “The 
fact that our expectations were met makes it 
even more sad. ... This is a time of grief” 

As protesters started marching east on 35th 
Street away from poHce headquarters. Jay 
Fort followed. 

“I’m not surprised. I’m kind of sad,” said 
Fort, 22. “One more notch in America’s belt 
of failure.” 

Wilson, who is white, shot and killed un- 
armed black teenager Michael Brown in Fer- 
guson, Mo., on Aug. 9. Brown’s death sparked 
widespread protest in the St. Louis suburb 


and across the country. 

The events in Ferguson hit hard in Chi- 
cago, where the relationship between poHce 
and communities remains fraught and a racial 
divide lingers. 

Columbia College student Kristin Brown, 
20, is from Ferguson. She said she was in the 
St. Louis suburb when Michael Brown was 
killed. Kristin Brown was headed home to 
Ferguson via Megabus, but stopped at a pro- 
test downtown Monday evening before an an- 
nouncement was made. 

“I never thought this was something I’d Hve 
through in my Ufe. It’s 2014,” she said. “I’m 
mad as hell about it.” 

Kelly Hayes of the activist group Chicago 
Light Brigade and her fellow activists had 
planned the protests for weeks without know- 
ing the exact date they would need to gather. 
When word spread Monday afternoon that 
the decision would be announced, organizers 
decided to meet at the appointed times. 

“There is a culture of impunity in the Chi- 
cago Police Department, and I would say the 
black and brown communities in Chicago are 
very much in touch with that reality,” Hayes 
said hours before the protest began. 

Representatives of the Chicago poHce de- 
partment declined to comment on prepara- 
tions for the protests, and would not answer 


questions about whether local businesses 
had been alerted or whether police presence 
would be increased during the protest. 

“The Chicago PoHce Department will al- 
ways protect residents’ right to free speech 
and peaceful assembly” according to a state- 
ment from Chicago police spokesman Martin 
Maloney released in the days before the in- 
dictment announcement. 

PoHce declined Monday night to say 
whether any arrests were made during Mon- 
day’s demonstrations. 

Activists speaking at the Bronzeville pro- 
test were quick to say the evening was not just 
about Brown. 

“The indictment doesn’t {bleeping] matter. 
... We are not indicting a man, we are indicting 
a system,” said London, quoting local activist 
Mariame Kaba. 

When chants of “black Hves matter” were 
met with calls of “aU Hves matter,” London ad- 
dressed the white activists in the crowd, saying 
he was appreciative of their efforts but that 
they needed to acknowledge that “the very sys- 
tem in which we Hve was built for you,” he said. 
“That is privilege. Nobody’s asking your asses 
to feel guilty about it. ... All Hves matter, but 
black Hves clearly do not matter to the state.”

middle of buying and, in some cases, seizing 
for a S240 million renovation and expansion 
of the 95th Street Red Line station. So far 
the agency has purchased four properties, 
and the CTA board last week approved the 
purchase of a fifth property near the Red 
Line stop, to the tune of more than 
$1,8 million.

On the North Side, the CTA wants to 
raze 16 Lakeview buildings, including the 
one housing Irish bar Johnny O’Hagan’s, to 
build a proposed S320 million elevated ramp 
at the Belmont Red, Brown and Purple Line 
station in Lakeview 

When construction of the 95th Street Red 
Line project is completed, the CTA will have 
station house buildings both north and south 
of 95th Street that will be connected by an 
enclosed walkway The agency is adding addi- 
tional elevators and escalators to the station 
and -widening its bus lanes to improve flow of 
buses in and out of the terminal. 

Nineteen CTA and Pace bus routes and 
Greyhound buses serve the station. About 
20,000 people use the 95th Street station 
on a typical weekday, making it one of the 
busiest in the system, according to the 
CTA. 

Work began months ago and is expected 
to last into 2017. The reconstruction is 
being paid for with a mix of federal grants, 
state funds and CTA bonds.

U. of C. now says Facebook 
incident was not hacking

The University of Chicago reversed course 
Monday and announced that a student’s Face- 
book profile was not hacked in an incident 
that resulted in a threatening Facebook post. 

On Wednesday the university reported the 
student’s Facebook profile had been hacked 
and that federal authorities were investigating. 

“Last week President Zimmer and Provost 
Isaacs wrote to the campus community about 
an unusually alarming and hateful threat that 
appeared on a student’s Facebook page,” read 
an email statement attributed to Karen War- 
ren Coleman, vice president for Campus Life 
and Student Services. “The University takes 
any such expression of hate very seriously, and 


we continue to pursue the facts of the case. 
Based on our ongoing investigation we now 
are confident that the Facebook posting was 
not created by a hacker.” 

The statement gave no indication of how 
the message appeared on the student’s Face- 
book page or whether federal authorities still 
are investigating the incident. A university 
spokesman could not be reached for comment. 

The Facebook incident occurred last week 
after a petition circulated requesting the uni- 
versity address its alleged “culture of racial in- 
tolerance.” A threatening message was posted 
to the student’s profile, and the message men- 
tioned one student activist, Vincente Perez,

Woman seeks bar exam 
milk-pumping breaks

By the time she sits for the Illinois state bar 
exam in February, Kristin Pagano will have 
spent more than Si, 200 registering for the 
test and will have studied eight hours a day 
for months to commit to memory the case 
law and legal rules on everything from taxes 
to criminal procedure. 

The 27-year-old, who lives in the north 
suburbs, also will be a brand-new mother to a 
baby girl, whom she plans to breast-feed. 

Knowing how stressful the make-or-break 
bar exam is, Pagano, due to give birth in Janu- 
ary, sought permission this month from the 
board that administers the test to “stop the 
clock” for the 20- to 30-minute breaks she 
thinks she will need to pump breast milk for 
her daughter during the three-hour sessions. 

Pagano wasn’t seeking more time— only 
to be assured she wouldn’t lose the time she 
needs to extract the mUk. But the lUinois 


Board of Admissions to the Bar has so far 
denied Pagano’s request, prompting the at- 
torney, who is Ucensed in California, to pen 
a four-page letter, arguing the board should 
reconsider. 

In the letter, Pagano called the board’s 
decision to require that she and other nurs- 
ing mothers leave the exam room to pump 
without additional testing time “impractical, 
unfair and discriminatory” She argued that 
it runs counter to federal and state efforts to 
protect the rights of breast-feeding mothers. 

“It’s discouraging,” Pagano said of the ini- 
tial denial. “Because it forces women in my 
situation to either put off your career or sit 
and take this exam and sacrifice your health 
and comfort.” 

The board, which considers a wide range of 
accommodations for test-takers, has agreed 
to review Pagano’s case, and a decision could 
come as early as this week.

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Ferguson cop cleared 
in teen shooting death

After months of deliberation over one of the 
nation’s most racially charged criminal inves- 
tigations, a Missouri grand jury decided not 
to indict Darren Wilson, a white police of- 
ficer who shot and killed Michael Brown, an 
unarmed black i8-year-old in the St. Louis 
suburb of Ferguson. 

The decision was announced Monday eve- 
ning, hours after streets had been cleared of 
rush-hour traffic and most residents were 
home, away from expected demonstrations. 

“Our investigation has been completed,” 
Prosecuting Attorney Robert P. McCulloch 
told reporters. After detailing the grand jury’s 
work, the prosecutor announced that “no 
probable cause exists” to charge Wilson on 
any of the five charges he could have faced. 

“We are profoundly disappointed that the 
killer of our child will not face the conse- 
quence of his actions,” Michael Brown’s par- 
ents said in a prepared statement. 

Lesley McSpadden and Brown’s father, also 
named Michael, repeated their call for peace- 
ful demonstrations. 

“While we understand that many others 
share our pain, we ask that you channel your 
frustration in ways that will make a positive 
change. We need to work together to fix the 
system that allowed this to happen,” said the 
pair, who said they will speak at a news confer- 
ence Tuesday 

A crowd of several hundred people gath- 
ered outside the Ferguson Police Department 
ahead of the news, and many began to scream 
angrily as the news of the decision was read. 

“Murderers, you’re nothing but murderers,”

one woman shouted through a megaphone at 
officers in riot gear. “Stinking murderers.” 

Officer Wilson’s fatal shooting of Michael 
Brown on Aug. 9, after a brief struggle at Wil- 
son’s police cruiser, prompted months of pro- 
tests in Ferguson. 

The shooting touched a nerve in the re- 
gion and in America where deadly white 
police confrontations with black men have 
been a growing concern addressed by local 
and federal leaders, including the Obama ad- 
ministration.

Thibodeau has been 
known for his keen de- 
fensive mind since he was an assistant with Doc 
Rivers in Boston, and he has since transitioned 
that into every game plan for the BuUs. 

In fact, offense has almost seemed like an 
afterthought in Chicago. Until this season, 
that is. In 2013-14, the Bulls ranked last in 
scoring. They did something about that in 
the offseason, drafting Doug McDermott, 
signing veteran free agent Pau Gasol and 
bringing over Nikola Mirotic from Europe. 

It seems to be working. The 2014-15 Bulls 
have scored more than too points in eight of 
their first 13 games. To put that in perspec- 
tive, last season the Bulls didn’t post their 
eighth lOO-point game until mid-January 
They’re averaging 100.2 points this season, as 
opposed to 93.7 last year. 

Why is this happening? Well, Gasol has ex- 


celled on both ends of the floor, Jimmy 
Butler is growing up offensively and 
despite Derrick Rose’s nagging injuries, 
he has made a huge impact when he’s in 
the lineup. And when Rose is out, the Bulls 
can turn to Aaron Brooks, who averages 
II. I points per game for his career. 

How are the BuUs defensively, you may 
ask? The answer right now: good enough. 
Although they’re surrendering 98.2 points 
per game this season (entering Monday’s 
game) as opposed to 91.8 last year, the offense 
is proving it can outscore the opposition, and 
it’s a key change for a title run. 

While criticism and uncertainty hang over 
Rose, this team has clicked on all cylinders 
with whoever is on the court. That balance 
might be what the BuUs need to overcome 
Cleveland in the Eastern Conference. 

More than that, Thibodeau’s new-look 
offense could mean a championship.
